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Detecting Communists 
How can Communists or Com- 
munist-front organizations be de- 
tected? J. Edgar Hoover of 
the FBI was asked the same 
question recently and he conceded 
that a Communist is not always 
easy to identify because he is train- 
ed in deceit and uses clever ruses 
to conceal his real purposes. But 
Communists share certain common 
characteristics, such as always es- 
pousing the cause of Soviet Russia 
over that of the U. S. and always 
changing his viewpoint to fit the 
Communist party line which often 
even reverses itself. The Commu- 
nist always refers to the Soviet 
dominated satellites as “democ- 
racies” and accuses the U. S. of be- 
ing “imperialistic war mongers.” 
In other words, the Communist 
uses the lingo of Marxist doctrine 
with the same religious ferver as 
evangelical Christians use the New 
Testament religious phraseology. 
Communist -front organizations 
follow the same general lines of 
thought and action. Mr. Hoover 
urges all Americans to be alert to 
the dangers of communism and to 
report information immediately 
and fully to the FBI. However, 
he urges the avoidance of malicious 
gossip or idle rumor. The FBI is 
interested only in the facts. He 
also advises against private inves- 
tigations, — leave them to trained 
investigators. And don’t circulate 
rumors about subversive activities 
or draw conclusions from informa- 
tion furnished the FBI until the 
facts have been determined. 

If Mr. Hoover’s advice were fol- 
lowed, half the special committees 
on un-American activities in Con- 
gress and throughout state legisla- 
tive groups would have to quit busi- 
ness! 

Getting Rid of Communists: 
With the outbreak of actual war- 
fare against the Communist forces 
of Asia, the CIO labor unions are 
making strenuous efforts to uproot 


from its unions the last remaining 
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HE WESTERN WORLD will learn someday that we must WIN 

people away from communism instead of trying to drive them away 
with threats of imprisonment, guns, planes or bombs. Communism is 
based on hatred, — class hatred. When we hound men, drive them into 
jails, or shoot them, bomb their cities, kill their families, the hatred that 
communism feeds on increases rather than decreases. But the world is 
strangely blind to this truth that Jesus taught. He won people away 
from evil by feeding them, healing them, loving them. He finally took 
the greatest step of all, — winning them away from sin by dying 
for them. Ever since that day, evil has never been able to stand before 
His presence. He taught how to conquer evil by winning men to that 
which is good. When will nations and officials who call themselves 
“Christian” learn this great but simple truth? 


X-Ray and Forecast 


HE ISSUES: Now that the “World-War-IIT-is-on-us” hysteria is 

subsiding, the next wave of military and political propaganda likely 

will be: “We’ve taught the Russians a lesson. Our demonstration of 

military power in Korea means that Stalin won’t start the big war now 

for two or three years, — until he is really ready for us. We must now 
make our armed might so great he’ll never try it.” 

But just as “the-Russians-are-going-to-strike-now” philosophy has 
proved so shallow, inaccurate and lacking in understanding of the Com- 
munist plans and techniques, so does this new popular approach miss the 
real issues that are developing. These issues center on: (1) the U. S. 
attitude toward the UN, (2) the manner in which we are blindly falling 
into a racial trap the Communists have set for us in Asia, (3) our failure 
at home to check war-time profit grabbing which will inevitably bring 
disastrous trends. 

Those who might say that Between The Lines is not “realistic” 
and is “too optimistic”, in our persistent forecasts that war between 
the U. S. and Russia is not imminent, will find that we cover herewith 
issues so hot that the so-called “realists” have refused to face them, and 
so menacing that the usual news channels will hardly touch them. Yet 
most historians would agree that our success or failure in meeting these 
issues actually outweighs the outcome of our military efforts in Korea. 
AS WE WIN THE WAR IN KOREA, BY OUR BLINDNESS WE ARE LOSING 
ASIA, WHILE THE COMMUNISTS, LOSING THE WAR IN KOREA, ARE 
WINNING ASIA. 


HE CRUX of world peace hangs increasingly on this issue: Will the 

U. S. continue to work with and through the UN after we have ac- 

complished our objectives in Korea where UN and U. S. policies have for- 

tunately dovetailed, or will American leadership revert to our former pro- 

cedure of supporting the UN financially and with wordy platitudes while we 
pursue our own nationalistic interests ? 

The peace of the world hangs as much on that question now as on 
what Russia will do. 

UN WEAKENED BY U. S.: As we have frequently pointed out, 
the American people have never been permitted to know that our unilat- 
eral actions in Greece, Turkey, Iran and elsewhere have been considered 
by UN officials as impatient, selfish and of great harm to UN authority 
and prestige. UN literature (see files of UN bulletins, UN World, ete., 


in any public library) reveals the feeling among other nations that the 
U. S. only supports the UN when UN policy, determined by 58 other nations, 
So while the UN policy on Korea now coincides 
with the U. S. defense plans to keep Communists out of all areas ap- 
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supports our policies. 





Peace Makers 

Trygve Lie, secretary general of 
the UN, has determinedly held to 
a neutral viewpoint in the contest 
between the U. S. and Russia, — 
thus he has been frequently smear- 
ed by extremists in this country as 
being pro-Russian and “communis- 
tic.” But as BTL has frequently 
pointed out, Mr. Lie has accurately 
portrayed the viewpoint of almost 
all the peoples of the world outside 
of the U. S. in that, while he hates 
communism, he also regards the 
extreme noisy type of “super- 
Americanism” as almost as dan- 
gerous to world peace as commu- 
nism. When Mr. Lie speaks out 
against such American attitudes, 
he is denounced by the raucous 
voices in this country. Mr. Lie’s 
position as an honest and sincere 
world citizen, who despises com- 
munism, is borne out by recent 
press attacks in Russia against 
him. Russian newspapers now are 
calling him “a stooge of Wall St. 
and abettor of American aggres- 
sion,” say he has helped wreck 
the UN. They have ridiculed 
him as one who goes about in the 
name of peace to undermine the 
“democracies” associated with the 
Soviets. The Russian press also 
points out that Trygve Lie is too 
fond of America to truly represent 
the UN. So between the narrow 
minded type of super-patriots of 
America and the Communist pro- 
pagandists, Mr. Lie has a tough 
time representing not the U. S. or 
Russia, but all peoples. 

Reconciliation: Frequent com- 
munal violence has accompanied 
the persistent threats of war be- 
tween India and Pakistan. But 
the simple village people have often 
felt shame for their participation 
in the deadly and destructive riot- 
ing and have often expressed their 
penitence very concretely. During 
a visit to the worst affected parts 
of Pakistan, a Worldover Press 
writer reports hearing this from a 
Hindu friend: All the Hindus of 


one village were driven out by their

Muslim neighbors and went into a 
refugee camp. But a week or two 
later, a deputation came from the 
Muslims who had burned and loot- 
ed their homes. The old neighbors 
said they were ashamed of their 
conduct and asked the Hindus to 
return. However, the refugees hesi- 
tated, afraid they would be terror- 
ized again. The next day the Mus- 
lims returned once more and plead- 
ed for the Hindus to come back, 
and promised they would restore 
their property and help them re- 
build. Still they feared to go. On 
the third day the Muslims came 
again. This time their invitations 
were accepted and for days Mus- 
lims and Hindus could be seen to- 
gether sorting out the restored 
properties, rebuilding their homes 
and recovering their normal com- 
munity life. Nations have gone far 
in the arts of retaliation but the arts 
of reconciliation remain unexplored.

proaching Japan and the Philippines which are to be the bastions of our 
Far East defense system, all UN officials fear that the time is approach- 
ing when U.S. poliey will NOT coincide with UN aims and purposes. 

IF WE WOULD FOLLOW THROUGH on the pattern estab- 
lished in Korea of a united international front, with an international 
military power — U. S. forces alongside British, French, ete., — all 
subservient to the leadership and direction of the UN, some vital steps 
for peace then would have been accomplished. Russia could not long 
block such action; Moscow would have to cooperate and behave or face 
a world united and organized without her. 

UN TROUBLES are not all because of Russia by any means. 
The UN officials are already asking how long the U. S. will be coopera- 
tive, — when, for instance, it becomes clear that the majority want 
Communist China admitted. If it were not for the diplomatic jockeying 
going on between the U. S. and Russia, Red China would have already 
been voted in, for the British and French with a majority are prepared 
to favor China’s entrance whenever the issue is clearly put. But know- 
ing that the U. S. Congress would collectively suffer apoplexy if such 
a thing should happen, American oflicials in the UN are sitting on the 
lid, — which suits Russia, for they desire to see China isolated from the 
West and thus forced to depend on Russia for aid and encouragement. 


R* ‘E CRISIS: This conflict shaping up in the UN over U. S. inter- 
ests versus the majority interests, a conflict which is being care- 
fully shielded from the eyes of the American public, has strong racial 
element in it that is of greatest significance. Here are facts 
developing behind the scenes that should be known to every intelli- 
gent, responsible layman: A large number of the states in the UN 
are colored peoples, — about 17, from Africa, the Near East, the 
Far East. They often vote with America especially when dollars 
are involved, but they resent our racial attitudes. \We have too often 
played the British and French game of maintaining the “colonial” 
viewpoint on questions involving color or the national pride of new 
nations of Asia. We furnished the guns which the Dutch used 
to kill Indonesians until the Dutch could no longer hold back the 
tide of Indonesian nationalism. But the millions of Indonesians and 
other colored states have not forgotten and are watching us closely as 
we now ship guns to Indo-China where the French are killing the Indo- 
Chinese. The fact that the Indo-Chinese being killed are Communists 
does not weigh as heavily on the minds of Asia’s statesmen as the fact that 
we always seem eager to furnish guns to white powers trying to keep their 
hold over Asiatics. 

Innumerable times we have voted with the British, French, Dutch 
on issues that involved the color line, while Russia without fail has 
championed the cause of colored peoples. This has fomented bitterness 
and distrust among many UN delegates who happen to come from orien- 
tal countries, and has inspired respect for the Russians. 

INCREASING RESENTMENT AT U. S. BOMBING: These 
Asiatic members of the UN, already resentful of our past attitudes, are 
becoming freshly embittered by the blase manner in which the American 
armed forces are bombing Korean cities, towns and villages behind the 
Communist lines. Naturally tens of thousands of Koreans who never 
wanted communism, who are themselves innocent victims, are being 
slaughtered, and throngs of others are being made homeless, set adrift 
to starve with their frightened children on crowded muddy roads. Also 
we have not been able to spare the villages and towns of South Korea. 
As one American army officer has put it, “Not many people can survive 
being liberated by the American armed forces.” It is NOT because 
we are a cruel people; to the contrary, American fighting men are by far 
the most considerate, humane, decent of all. But our armies are the most 
scientific and efficient, and when our weapons have worked over an 
area, there is nothing left, — nothing. The North Koreans have no air 
power, so have done little or no bombing of civilian centers, but our 
radios remind us almost gleefully how our bombers are smashing centers 
hundreds of miles behind the battle lines. One commentator, reporting 
that we had dropped bombs on a city within sixty miles of the Russian 
Siberian border, clacked “And now Jove Stalin is beginning to learn 
what the American bomb sounds like.”

Yes, we are afraid he is, and 
we understand Stalin is making recordings and movies of those bomb- 
ings, showing Korean homes burning, oriental women and children 
screaming in death agony as they run from their homes, plastered with 
flaming incinerary jellies. The fact that these scenes are photographed 
in communities where there were shipping, communications or industrial 
concentrations won’t matter to millions of Asiatics who will gape at the 
films as Communist propaganda agents skillfully add the half truths and 
lies to a situation that is already damning in its awful truth.

Baptists Denounce Segrega-

In 
this report, described as “the most 
authoritative statement of modern 
scientitie doctrine on the contro- 
versial subject of race ever to be 
issued,” members of the panel 
agreed: (1) The range of mental 
capacities in all races was much 
the same, the apparent differences 
being due to the effects of persist- 
ent environments. (2) There is no 
evidence that race mixtures pro- 
duced biologically bad results. (3) 
Race was less a biological factor 
than a social myth. However, the 
examiner stated, “Wherever it has 
been possible to make allowances 
for differences in environmental op- 
portunities, tests have shown es- 
sential similarity in mental char- 
acteristic among all 
groups.” Human _ temperament, 
personality and character were 
described by experts as being al- 
most entirely “raceless.” The ex- 
perts declared that biological studies 
lent support to the ethic of univer- 
sal brotherhood and confirmed the 
dictum of Confucius: ‘‘Men’s na- 
tures are alike; it is their habits 
that carry them far apart.”

Under the surface of the world’s nationalism and ideological 
conflicts the roots of all nations reach out to the same deep hu- 
man desires. Our conflict with communism has obscured this great 
universal truth. Under the flag waving, parades and fulminations of 
the tyrants, men everywhere still long for the same things, — 
security for their homes, a fair margin of life’s necessities and the 
chance for a good life. Whether we like to admit it or not, every 
ideology prevailing today bases its challenge for popular support 
on the promise of such fulfillment.

Some of America’s leading military strategists are deeply troubled 
by the American bomb forays into North Korea. They speak with hush- 
ed voices but they are speaking sharply. 

But this is the nature of war, — violence knows no restraints, no 
sense of proportion. As Mr. Churchill put it, “War is a catalog of 
blunders.” He ought to know, — he made some of the biggest ones. 
(Remember his theory of the soft under belly of Europe — Italy? But 
that “soft” spot proved to be an almost impassable death trap for our 
mechanized armies and we lost tens of thousands of boys in battles 
which strategists now frankly say had little military significance!) 

JACOB MALIK in the UN has played upon this note of our 
destruction and “aggression” in Korea, and while our press and radio 
commentators have hooted and sneered at Malik, the delegates from Asia 
have burned with bitterness and alarm at the blindness of the American 
people, our leadership and our press. These Asiatic members of the UN 
have supported the U. S. in stopping the Communist aggression in Korea 
but they are shocked and disheartened by our flamboyant disregard of 
historic precepts associated with racial sentiments and human values. 





pee is the key to the peace, as we pointed out many weeks ago, for 
as long as India is on our side we might handle a half dozen “little” 
wars like Korea.

Sources of Information 
News Distribution: The U. S. 


ranks only seventh in printed news 
distribution, according to the first 
world-wide report on the strength 
of press, radio and film which has 
just been made public by the UN 
Commission on Freedom of Infor- 
mation and the Press, a sub-com- 
mission of the UN Educational, 
Seientifie and Cultural Organiza- 
tion. The report states that 218 
million copies of newspapers circu- 
late daily throughout world. 
This is somewhat less than one 
copy for every 10 human beings. 
An analysis by countries reveals 
that England has the highest ratio 
of newspaper distribution per thou- 
sand population with 570 per thou- 
sand. Norway is next with 472; 
Luxembourg 445; Australia 438; 
Denmark 403; Sweden 382; New 
Zealand 374; with the U. S. rank- 
ing only 7th with 357 copies of 
newspapers circulated daily per 
1,000 population. This presents a 
very different picture than is pop- 
ularly maintained by the press in 
America as providing the greatest 
news coverage in the world. In the 
radio field, however, the U. S. 
stands far in the lead for out of 
the world total of 160 million sets 
with approximately one set to every 
15 persons the U. S. has 566 sets 
per thousand population as against 
Sweden’s 298; Denmark’s 285; 
Norway’s 251 and Britain’s 227. 
It should be remembered, of course, 
that radio is devoted far more to 
entertainment than to news!

On The Medical Front 

Medical Propaganda: The 
American Medical Association is 
preparing to spend over a million 
dollars in a giant advertising 
splurge in newspapers, magazines 
and over the radio to build public 
sentiment against the proposed 
Federal Health Insurance Plan — 
as “socialized medicine.” This 
campaign will begin in October 
under the direction of Whitaker 
and Baxter, the $100,000 a year 
press agents of the AMA. These 
ads will appear in 11,000 daily and 
weekly newspapers throughout the 
United States, and in 50 national 
magazines. The campaign is timed 
so as to have major impact in the 
month prior to congressional elec- 
tions throughout the country. The 
one million dollars is only a part 
of AMA’s fund which has been 
raised by compulsory assessments 
of $25 a year on 140,000 doctors 
throughout the country. A total 
of 3 million has been raised to fight 
Federal health insurance. AMA 
announces that patent medicine 
groups, insurance companies, phar- 
maceutical houses and many other 
commercial drug groups are joining 
in the advertising drive and will 
spend another 3 million of their 


own. This will total the biggest 


propaganda ad campaign in Ameri- 
can history. 

Among the millions of little peo- 
ple over America who are resentful 


that adequate medical and hospital 
services are beyond their financial 
resources, this huge campaign will 
do more to make such people aware 
of the need of medical reform than 
it will to bolster the barricades of 
traditional medical practices. 

Background: Those who gun 
for Oscar Ewing as the left wing- 
er of medical reform don’t men- 
tion his career as a Wall St. lawyer 
prior to his Government service. 

Anti-Histamine: University of 
Minnesota physicians made tests 
on 367 students, some of whom 
were given anti-histamine pills, 
while others were dosed with pills 
of similar appearance but made 
only of starch and sugar. 

“Some of the most glowing tes- 
timonials” were given by students 
who took the sugar pills, reported 
the doctors. It was found that those 
who had taken the anti-histamine 
treatment fared no better in ward- 
ing off colds than those who took 
starch and sugar.

Atom Diseases: Medical scien- 
tists are greatly disturbed because 
they are beginning to realize more 
fully how devastating are the ef- 
fects of atomic radiation upon the

— we would simply be blown out of Asia, as were the British and Dutch. 
And resentment against the U. S. is mounting in India to a very pro- 
nounced degree. Nehru has spoken out sharply against U. S. policies

Delhi, Aug. 12, reporting the heated and frequent outcries over U. S. bru- 
tality against the Korean people).

HE GOP is shaping up election campaign material in an effort 

to blame Administration blundering for the loss of American lives 
in Korea, but the GOP is so vulnerable at other points that there will 
probably be some stiff upsets elsewhere. Foremost, the GOP is putting 
up a solid fight to protect the American profit system in this war emer- 
gency. That sounds fine on paper, for we all believe in the profit system, 
but as you know the propaganda line these days is that we must tighten 
our belts, expect to make sacrifices for freedom, accept higher taxes, — 
and boys must go — and be willing to die. But through it all, nothing 
must impair the right to make a profit, — even out of war contracts — es- 
pecially war contracts! Anything that would put a hand on profits is 
ealled socialistic or communistic. However, veteran organizations are 
being swept by demands to draft business and capital, just as men are 
drafted. Most press channels (always close to top business interests and 
90 per cent GOP) are squeleching such news, — sticking the reports of 
veteran conventions on the back pages with small headlines, while they 
play up headlines about the “socialists in Washington who are threaten- 
ing the profit system.” Quite a scramble is on in leading veteran organi- 
zations to throttle such talk, for large business interests have always 
played a close hand with the American Legion, ete. No doubt the de- 
mands to “draft business as we draft men” will be stifled just as they 
stopped Roosevelt’s efforts to limit incomes and profits to $25,000 a year 
during the last war. Yet GOP leaders are still trying to figure out 
where FDR got all those votes when the press, radio and most of 
the “nice people” were against him. Millions of veterans who still smart 
from what they saw at home when they got back from the last war will 
remember and will vote again. 

We believe in the profit system, and that freedom of enterprise and 
reward for initiative are consistent projections of the New Testament accent 
on the rights and imperishable values of the individual. But such a profit 
system cannot survive on an amoral basis. To draft young men who 
are too young to have ever enjoyed freedom of enterprise or reward for 
initiative and condemn them to the loss of irreplaceable years, to the 
ordeals of battle and possible death, while older men use such a season of 
sacrifice to increase their wealth, is not only amoral but immoral. Such 
men are not the defenders of the profit system as they imagine, — they 
are its destroyers. 

The war-time excess profits tax is pointed to as proof that corpora- 
tions also made sacrifices to war. But unfortunately this defense is 
full of deception. The records show that many corporations — hundreds 
of them — nearly doubled their wealth and capital worth during the war 
years, (See BTL, Dee. 5, 1949). 

They did this by funneling profits into reserve funds that in- 

creased the company’s wealth and capacity to make profit, in most cases 
thereby escaping the war-time excess profits tax. In this way, while 
they “suffered many sacrifices for the good of the war effort,” they grew 
twice as big and twice as rich! We are not indicting business groups 
because they have made money, but we are pointing to the fact that 
social upheaval will become inevitable, as has already occurred in many 
countries, when the demands of war require more and more sacrifices 
of the common people while wealth is permitted to gain even greater 
riches. And the political forces responsible for this dangerous trend 
will also face catastrophe. No one is more worried about this situation 
than the liberal wing of the GOP.—such figures as Senators Morse, 
3rewster and Smith, Governor Warren of California, along with such 
alert and Christian-minded industrialists as Paul Hoffman, Erie Johns- 
ton and others of their type, both groups representing the kind of sound, 
balanced Christian-minded progressive thought to which Between The 
Lines so heartily subscribes.

radiation, by injuring the bone 
marrow where certain elements of 
the blood are produced, destroys 
the power of the blood to coagulate 
and clot so that fatal internal 
hemorrhages that might be so 
small as to escape medical atten- 
tion will occur with high frequency 
among populations subjected to 
atomie bombing. Scientists say 
that before they can devise any ef- 
fective treatment for the blood dis- 
among victims of atomic 
bombing, they must find the causes 
for hemostasis (arrest of hemor- 
rhages) in normal blood. These 
scientists, confronted with a whole 
galaxy of problems in radiation 
disease, fear that under actual 
atomic attack it will be impossible 
to administer adequate treatment 
to the thousands who will be so af- 
fected, since most of them may not 
be aware of the damage to their 
bodies for several weeks when the 
condition has become irreparable. 
Official circles have sought to keep 
all alarming news relative to atom- 
ic warfare from reaching a wide 
public, but the recent report was 
briefly outlined in the N. Y. Times 
of July 9. 


Alcoholic Debunking: Widely- 
held illusions that alcohol protects 
against cold are being thoroughly 
debunked by American scientists 
associated with the Government 
scientific experimentations in the 
Arctic. The preliminary report 
was made sometime ago, and it has 
been now confirmed by such scien- 
tists as Dr. Kurt Lange of the 
New York Medical College. Dr. 
Lange in a recent report covering 
“techniques for survival in Arctic 
cold” said that the use of alcohol 
causes a dilation of the blood ves- 
sels at the surface of the body with 
the result that heat was lost more 
rapidly from that body than other- 
wise would have occurred. <A 
drinker gains a feeling of well- 
being in increased warmth because 
of this surface stimulation, when 
actually his body is being robbed 
of the very heat units that other- 
wise would have been conserved for 
his survival. At the same time it 
has been found through scientific 
experiments that alcohol dulls the 
senses needed to take all possible 
measures of protection, blurs alert- 
ness to the many small details that 
create the margin between life and 
death. The man who has had a 
drink or two is spurred on by the 
feeling of increased well-being and 
deceptive strength and soon forces 
himself out beyond human limita- 
tions. Fatigue is less noticeable, 
minor cares and worries disappear 
until at last he suddenly finds his 
strength and vitality gone. Dr. 
Lange’s report was made to the 
General Electric Science Forum. 
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
